Greenville, Mo.—This 120-year-old 
Missouri town and_ surrounding 
Wayne county, which contains some 
of the most fertile farm land in 
southeastern Missouri, soon may be 


inundated as a sacrifice to hill folk | 


in surrounding Ozark communities. 


Its doom awzits construction of | 


the government's $22,500,000 Wap- 


papello dam which will control the 


rampagning St. Francis river, 
which in less than 30 years has 
caused approximately $30,000,000 in 
property damage. 
Southeastern Missouri 
faced the problem of harnessing the 
river, which has frequently swept 
over its banks, 
washing out crops and farm 
ind drowning livestock. 
When the government completes 
the dam, all of Greenville and most 
of the valuable farm land in Wayne 
county will be inundated. 

The town, notedly prosperous in 
good crop years, must leave behind

ings. The state’s first PWA project, 
the $116,000 high school, and the al- 
most new $65,000 Wayne 
courthouse, are slated to go. Much

An estimated 2,000 property own- 
ers throughout the county will re- 
ceive condemnation remuneration 
from the government, but not all of 
them are in accord with the proj- 
ect. It will mean termination of 
business relations which they have 
established over a period of years, 
severance of family ties and re- 
establishment of homes in other 
communities, they argue. 

Others, in favor of the gigantic 
undertaking, picture the huge flood 
losses of past years, the feeling of 
apprehension that has been a part 
of life within the area and the fact 
that condemnation checks will give 
many debt-ridden persons a chance 
to start over again—free of obliga- 
tions. 


Surrounding counties probably 
will annex the land in the county 
that is not inundated. The lake 


which will be created will be devel- 
oped into a recreation area.

“California is rapidly becoming the dumping 
ground for the poor of the nation, and something 
has to be done about it!” 

Thus bluntly assessing a critical situation, the 
California Citizen’s Association has embarked up- 
on a concerted state-wide drive to hammer home 
a seasonable and urgent demand— that Federal 
relief agencies should provide for indigent labor 
at its points of origin! 

At the rate of 7000 a month, refugees have been, 
and are, streaming into this state from the drought 
areas. Our relief standards are high, our pensions 
are tempting, and California is still a charmed 
word. 

That is flattering but not comforting, as it be- 
comes more apparent that the 221,000 who have 
entered our State in the past 30 months may actu- 
ally hold the balance of power in the coming prim- 
ary and general elections. 

The opportunity to fulfill resident requirements 
and enjoy the vote is no idle privilege in a state 
having our liberal bounties. It is a pass key to El 
Dorado for the jobless, but it is the other Califor- 
nians who will foot the bill for measures leading to 
costly expenditures. Lowering the bars on the pres- 
ent required two-thirds vote, such a proposal as 
the Garrison Bond Act would force municipalities 
into the utilities business by a bare majority vot e, 
and open wide the gates to political control by the 
jobless indigent. If they vote the load, we must 
tote it. 

In view of current efforts to establish migrant 
refugees here, supported by Federal jobs, citizens 
have a right to demand, “If the Federal govern- 
ment can support them in California, why not in 
their home state?” 

That demand, we hope, will be answered prompt- 
ly and justly.

“Subjects ranged all the way 
from crude native deities and drag- 
ons to plump Victorian maids and 
knights on horseback.

Some Early Types. 
“Curving cut from the hull, high

uous and natural point for the first 
forms of ship adornment. Carved 
Viking ‘long ships’ and Siamese 
‘snake boats,’ built like dragons, are 
examples of the earliest type. 

“As the shape of vessels changed, 
a separate figurehead in wood or 
other materials often took the place 
of simple decoration of the stem 
itself. Gradually typical figureheads

TAKE COWBOYS OFF 
HORSES; USE CARS 


Panz: Riders to Be Stripped 
of Romantic Garb. 


Washington.—Secretary of Inte- 
rior Ickes has sung the ‘‘swansong’’ 
for the picturesque cowboys who 
ride the western range for Uncle 
Sam. 

Automobiles, he announced, will 
replace horses as the range riders’ 
mounts this spring. His announce- 
ment put it this way: 

“When the federal range riders 
swing into action this spring the pat- 
ter of horses’ feet will be supple- 
mented by the putter of motorcars.” 

The chaps, the spurs, the bandan- 
na and the wide sombrero—accou- 
trements of the cowboys famed in 
song and story—will be laid away 
among the moth balls, relics of a 
by-gone day. 


The cowboy, as he was known 
when cowmen were building the 
West, soon may join the Indian 


scout of Kit Carson’s day in history. 
About the only places left him now 
in his typical attire are the dude 
ranches and Hollywood movie lots. 

In motorizing his cowhands, Ickes 
will be following the example set 
by modern ‘‘cattle rustlers,’’ who 
have turned to trucks and automo- 
biles to raid ranchers’ herds and 
speed stolen cattle to market. 

“Increased economy in patrolling 
and surveying wide areas, some 
with roads and some without, will 
be attained by providing the range 
rider with gas-burning instead of 
hay-burning transportation,” Ickes 
said. 

The horse, however, will not com- 
pletely pass out of the picture. Ickes 
conceded there are places a horse 
can go where an automobile can’t. 


“So,” he said, ‘‘when the range | 
rider hits the trail this spring in his | 


automobile his favorite horse will 
enjoy the scenery from a trailer.’’ 

Wher the ranger has driven his 
automobile to the end of the road 
he will mount his horse to push on 
into the badlands. This, Ickes said, 
will insure greater efficiency in the 
riding of 120,000,000 acres of federal 
range land upon which 9,000,000 cat- 
tle, shee». horses and goats graze. 

The raiige riders are the ‘‘G-men”’ 
of the great open spaces. They 
supervise brandings, are present te 
settle disputes and hunt down hus- 
tlers. Many of them are old cow- 


punchers.
